THE BRIBERY ACT, 


Following is a synopsis of the law per. 
taining to corrupt practices at Federal | 
elections in the N. W. Territories (vide | 
**The Northweat Territorics Representa- 
tion Act, 1886,” and applied Acts.) 

Prrsonation—Every one who tenders | 
@ vote in some other persons name, | 
whether the latter be living or dead, or if 
the name be that of a fictitious person, 
or having once voted, tenders a vote at 
sane election, is guilty of personation. 
Penalty, fine not exceeding $600 and im- 
prisonment for not exceeding six montha. 

Every one who is on the trial of an | 
election petition found by the report of 
the Judge to have been directly or in- 
directly guilty of personation or of voun- 
selling or procuring same shall be inca- 
pable of being elected, or sitting in the 
House, for an electoral district during 
the continuance of the Parliament for 
which such election is held, ete., etc. 

Drink, Etc.—No candidate shall at 
any election, nor shall any other person, 
either provide or furnish drink or other 
refreshment at the expense of such can- 
didate to any elector during such election, 
or pay for, procure, or engage to pay for 
any such drink or other refreshment, 

Exsians, rtc.— None of these shall be 
furnished, carried, worn or used on elec- 
tion day, nor within ei 
within the district.

3. Every one who acts as set forth 
above (land 2) to induce any person to 
procure, or endeavor to procure, the re- 
turn of any person to serve in the House 
of Commons or the vote of any voter. 

4. Every person who upon or in conse- 
quence of any such gift, loan, offer, 
promise, procurement or agreement, pro- 
cures or engages, or promises or endeavor 
to procure, any such return or vote, 

5. Every person who advances or pays 
in any way any money to, or to the use of, 
any other person intending same or , art 
thereof to be expended in bribery or cor- 
rupt practices, or knowingly repays any 
such money, and any person so offending 
shall be guilty of a miredemeanor, and 
shall also be liable to forfeit the sum of 
$200 and costs of suit.
